Reference your letter of April 29, 1991 regarding Robert Allen Cook- 
Duval County Court Records currently indicate that Robert Allen Cook has a 
case number 5072-CF-A. The case was file on May 3, 1990 , disposition indicated 
was "9" {deferred prosecution program) the State Attorney assigned to the case 
is 90-9046-A {Anthony Berry}* 

I visited with Assistant State Attorney Anthony Berry and asked about 
status of Robert Allen Cook* Mr. Berry introduced me to rclanda Jones, who is 
the co-coordiantor for "kids in distress" program. This program is a pre-trial 
intervention program and if the subject successfully completes this program, 
no trail will occur. He must sign an agreement, {a "contract") with certain 
stipulations outlined for his treatment and performance within this two year 
period , prior to a decision by the court on what further action to take* This 
agreement was signed on April 19, 1990. 

Some of the highlights of the agreement at this point indicate that he is 
required to successfully complete therapy. He will be supervised by the 
Department of Corrections with weekly contact. He will perform 80 hours of 
community service. He will pay for any necessary victim counseling. He must 
have no contact with the victim and he must have no unsupervised contact with 
minor children. He must not leave Duval County. There are other stipulations 
within the contract that are similar in nature. 

It is indicated that he is showing good response as of this date. 

I would recommend that we follow up in April of 1992 to see what his 
performance has been at the end of the two year period.
